1 exhibition of Sigard’s 
latest paintings now on 
view at the Tel Aviv Museum 
is the best show he hag had 
to date. His colour-harmonies 
dre richer, gayer and more 


-¥inprant. than formerly, yet 


there is nothing extravagant 
or outré about his work; it 
is eminently sane and da- 
lanced. 

As usual there are few 
landscapes. Most of the 37 
paintings are compositions 
with figures or street scenes 
which have a lively, human 
interest although Sigard rarely
